RUSSIA TO TURN 


CROWN JEWELS 
INTO U.S. PLOWS 


Barter Treasuresfor 
FarmTools. 


‘ 


MOSCOW, Jan. 31.—(#)— Soviet. 


Russia is ready to turn the ’crown| 


‘jewels of the czars, which were seized | 


in the revolution, into American plows, | 


tractors, and machinery. Negetiations | 
are in progress for the sale of the 
vast collection of gems to American 
and other foreign jewelers, but it is) 
realized thkt private buyers can take 
only a negligible pprtion of the treqs- 
ures because of the enormous value. 
The government; therefore, is pre 
| pared to exchange the remainder for 
American agricultural machinery, loco- 
motives, and other products Russia 
urgently needs. 

“We want to turn the glitter. of 
our 26,000 diamonds into the glitter 
of American steel,” said one high offi- 
cial today. “These magnificent jew- 
els were bought by Russia’s former 
tyrants with the sweat, toil, and trial 
of our peasants; we desire now to give 
them back to the peasants in the form 
of implements with which to till the 
| ground, or machinery for industries. 
We have already turned millions of 
military bayonets into. plow shares; 
we wish now ‘to turn the imperial | 
‘jewels, which are a dead asset, into! 
| tractors.” 


Inventory of Jewels. 

The Associated Press today obtained | 
the first complete and accurate descrip- 
tion of the regal emblems from official 
sources, The jewels date from Peter 
the Great to Nicholas II. They com- 
prise 406 separate pieces of jewelry. 
The total weight of the diamonds alone 
is 25,300 carats; pearls, 6,300 sapphires, 
4,300; emeralds, 3,200; and uncut 
rubies, 1,300. -. , ; 

No other historical collection of 
gems, whether royal or private, ac- 
cording to the Russian officials, ap- 
froaches the crown jewels, either in 
value or historical interest. The pres- 
ent collection does not represent all 
the Russian crown jewels, but only 
those covering the last 200 years. 

The jewels offered for sale are ap- 
praised variously by Russian, French 
and Czecho-Slovak gem experts, but 
the average of their estimates is $264,- 
000,000, about $50,000,000 greater than 
Russia’s debt to the United States, 


Last Rulers Moderate. 

Of the 406 items in the collection, 
20 per cent were supplied by Peter the 
Great, 40 per cent by Elizabeth, Cath- 
erine the Great, and Paul; 25 per cent 
by Aiexander I. and Nicholas I.; 10 
per cent by Alexander II. and Alexa 
der III., and 6 per cent by Nicholas II. 

So, contrary to general belief, the 
last czar and czarina were relatively 
moderate in their expenditures for 
crown jewels. During the last years 
of her life the empress was so ab- 
sorbed in mysticism that she regarded 
the wearing of jewels as unlucky. 

Conspict ous among the collection are 
three noble crowns. The largest of 
these, the “imperial crown of all the 
) Russias,” was made for the coronation 
of Catherine the Great in 1762. It 
contains 4,956 diamonds, seventy-five 
| huge pearls, and many other large 
stones. Surmounting the crown is a 
superb cross of diamonds supported by } 
an uncut ruby of 402 carats, one of 
the world’s largest. The crown is 
valued at $52,000,000, 

Other principal articles are nine em- 
blematic globes, scepters, and chains 
of fine craftsmanship, containing dia- 
monds, pearls) and rubies weighing as 
much as fifty carats each; twenty- 
ithree magnificent c , Many stars, 
sixteen gorgeous necklaces of dia- 
monds and pearls, fifty-six brooches, 
ten tiaras, nine diamond studded lock- 
ets, twenty-nine pairs of earrings, in- 
cluding one set of gigantic emeralds 
of 174 carats each.

Convicted criminals granted proba- 
tion and turned back on the streets 
by Chicago judges of the Criminal 
court in 1925 reached the startling 
total of 613, it was shown yesterday in 
a letter written to the Chicago Bar as- 
sociation by Edward E. Gore, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Crime commission. | 

Out of every four defendants con- | 


) victed in Cook county, one was placed | | 


on probation, Mr. Gore said. He urged 
that the bar association summon the | 
judges and conduct a general inquiry | 
into the probation policy, to determine 
whether such wholesale ieniency is | 
justifiable. ! 

Shows Serious Crimea Condoned., 

Serious crimes were condoned by the 
courts in awarding probation, it was 
shown, the letter pointing out the 
number of criminals winning clemency, 
and the charges originally brought 
against them. There were fourteen 
prisoners charged with assault.to mur- 
der who won probation; defendants 
freed who were charged with robbery 
with a gun numbered. 46; robbery, 24; 
burglary at night, 125; larceny, includ- 
ing automobile theft, 221; rape, 9. 

No doubt could exist as to the guilt 
of the 613 offenders, Mr. Gore’s letter 
pointed out, since probation is granted 
only to those shown guilty, and is 
in no way intended to protect defend- | 
ants who may be innocent. 

Mr. Gore suggested that a confer- 
ence be arranged, to be attended by 
judges of the Criminal court, the 
gtate’s attorney, the bar association, 
and the crime commission, at which 
a code of ethics might be determined 
to guide the courts in the exercise of 
the probafion law.

The crimes originally charged 
against the 613° probationers are in 
the following list. Usually it is neces- 
sary to change the charge to a less 
serious one so that the probation may 
be legally awarded:

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NEAR BEER TRADE 
GROWTH LAID TO 
USE IN NEEDLING 


Breweries Prosper; 37 
Get New Permits. 


Beer is stil a profit-making bever- 
age hereabouta, it was revealed yester- 
day, when tt became known that no 
less than thirty-seven producers of so0- 


called near beer have addressed pleas 
to Prohibition Director E.-:C: Yellow- 
ley, and had them granted, asking for 
permission to continue operating thetr 
breweries. 

Prohibition officials believe that half 


of these breweries are cheating, mak- 
ing real beer instead of the Volsteadian 
near article, and it was reported that 
when Mr. Yellowley completes his in- 
vestigation many of the thirty-seven 
breweries will be closed. 


Make Near Beer Intoxicating. 


The question then submits itself: 
How do the honest brewers make their 
money? Simply answered, the ones 
familiar with the business say. The 
answer is in the immense traffic in 
near beer to the needling agencies and 
saloons, where alcoho! in its raw state 
is added to the near beer, making it far 
from “near” in intoxicating quality. 

So the brewers engaging in the 
strietly lawful business of turning out 
near heer have built up a fucrative 
trade. To prevent insofar as possible 
any inroads being made upon their 
profit by the Druggans and Lakes who 
sell it as such, the 
near beer have evotved upon 
an ingenious scheme, it was revealed. 


Tip Of Dry Headquarters. 
“Two of these breweries have em- 
ployed eight former prohibition agents 


ito ferret out the cheating brewers,” 
‘declared one authority. 


oe When one

is found a tip goes into the prohibition 
offices to the proper authorities, and, 
presto! The next day the offender is 
raided Leads are furnished the 
sleuths when saloonkeepers shut off 
their purchases of near beer, thus in 
dicating they are buying real beer. It 
is a simple detective operation to de 
termine from what brewery. the beer 
is coming and then the sleuth does his 
stuff.”’ 

Much of the alcohol for the needle 
process was formerly furnished by the 
Genna clan, but the business now has 
spread widely into other channels, it 
was stated. 

Temporary Permits Issued. 

Director Yellowley has issued tem- 
porary permits to the thirty-seven 
breweries, giving them until March 1 
to operate. At that time permanent 
permits will be issued to those brewers 
who can certify to their honest inten- 
tions. 

Another regulation imposed by Mr. 
Yellowley is that the brewery prem- 
ises must be immediately accessible to 
prohibition agents, who in the past 
frequently have come upon high sie 
fences and barred windows and d 
in their quest for prouiition law vice: 
tions.

PASS THE TAX BILL. 


The tax Dill is on the floor of the senate, where 
it is receiving a truly senatorial reception. Well 
enough, it seems, is not to be let alone. It has 
even been suggested that the date of filing tax re- 
turns, March 15, be extended another month, in 
oréer to let a few senators rant about a measure 
with which the majority and the country as a 
whole are well satisfied. 
There is nO excuse for delay. As Senator Smoot, 


for 


s 


chairman of the senate finance committee and one 


of the.chief framers of the bill, asserted, to delay 
a month is to work havoc in the treasury depart- 
‘ment. The treasury counts on the March 35 pay- 
ments in order to meet obligations falling due. 
Because of the contemplated total exemption of 
incomes below $3,500 and $1,500 for heads of fam- 
ilies and single taxpayers, respectively, ‘some 
1,000,000 additional persons will pay no tax what- 
ever, and a rebate scheme would be highly im- 
practical , 


To delay is to cause great inconvenience to 
those whose involved schédules require time for 
preparation. There is no reason except the desire 
of a few senators to have their say for not passing 
the measure by Feb. 10. “? 


Despite the overwhelming arguments against 
them, minority members of the finance committee 
still insist on trying to put through a total tax 
reduction of $500,000,000. Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon has repeatedly warned that to cut the 
tax by more than $350,000,000 was to threaten the 
department’s plan for paying off the interna] debt 
within thirty years. We prefer to take Mr. Mel- 

-jlon’s word for it rather than the opinion of the 
minority members. . 

It has always been the understanding in this 
country. that a debt was something to be dis 
charged at the earliest possible moment. Certain 
foreign countries, as they have. proved, do not 
possess that same idea of a financial obligation, 
but it (has always been the American one. Secre- 
tary Mellon believes the happy medium is struck 
by setting the period for paying off the debt at 
thirty years. To stretch it out longer is to ask 
the country to carry the annual interest load just 

80 many more years, and that interest burden is 
now $820,000,000 a year, or more than the entire 
expenses of the government in 1917. To shorten 
the time to less than thirty years would be to put 
anh unnecessary burden on the taxpayers. Thirty 
years is about right, the treasury department says, 
and their estimate should not be interfered with 
by the political maneuvering of any minority 
group. 

Senator Smoot hit upon the only real objection 
to the bill when he said it was unfortunate in one 
respect that the measure relieves 2,500,000 persons 
of the privilege of paying any taxes at all. Paying 
taxes is, after all, a privilege, though one with 
reservations. Every duty going with a citizenship 
in the United States is a privilege. 

The ideal bill would call upon every person to 
contribute to the cost of government, no matter 

how small the sum. The cost of collection and 
accounting, of course, makes the ideal bill im- 
possible, but it is still the goal at which to aim: 
The framers of the present bfil shoot away from 
this mark instead of at it. 

As a whole, however, the bill is as sound, prob- 
ably, as any that be made. It is the result of 
intelligent compromise, and we doubt whether a 
month's or two months’ senatorial meddling could 
improve it. The main thing ts to get it’ passed 
and in effect. What the taxpayer wants to know 
is how much money he must be prepared to pay 
this year.

THE BIGNESS OF THE 
- PARADE. 


We suspect that a good many people will come 
away from “The Big Parade” somewhat more 
convinced than they were before that one Amer- 
ican soldier, provided he has had but little train- 
tng, is good for at least three of any other kind. 
The sight in the movie of a couple of American 
boys pitching hand grenades with devastating con- 
trol upon German machine gunners is calculated 
to impress the spectator with the superior quality 
of American man power. , | 

The true lesson of ‘The Big Parade,” however, 
is not the superiority of the individual American, 
but the superiority of American numbers. It was 
American man power which turned the tide against 
Germany’and the director of this movie saw that 
point.clearly. We had sO many men to throw-upon 
the western front that we couldn't be stopped. The 
high command could afford to sacrifice them in 
numbers and it did.. 

“The Big Parade” is not, strictly speaking, an 
accurate portrayal of our war. It is a picture and 
it therefore had to be picturesque. Basically, it is 
sound enough, however. It has one unforgettable 
scene. You are standing on top of a hill and a road 
stretches straight ahead to the hdrizon. The road 
is black with motor trucks all bound for the frent, 
each carrying twenty or thirty men. We had two 
million men in France when the war ended and 
another two million were in training on this side. 
The sight of those loaded trucks is the dramatiza- 
tion of the adjutant general's records. 

Limitless man power is dramatized again when 
the front is reached. Wave after wave of Amer- 
icans stride deliberately through a wood held by 
enemy: machine guns. There is a technique for 
capturing a machine gun nest. Three or four men 
with rifles can do the trick if they are well trained. 
To capture a machine gun by frontal assault, which 
seems to be the only way these movie soldiers 
knew, is a bloody business. The movie was not 
Many, if not most, of our 
battle casualties were due to inadequate training. 
The intervals between the waves of advancing 
men were closer by some hundreds of yards in the 
picture than in most engagements in France, we 
expect. That is a small point to quarrel over. The 
distortion serves only to emphasize the force of 
mere numbers. Our tactics were calculated to 
overawe the enemy in the same way that the 
phalanx overawed its enemy. The phalanx con- 
sisted of a block of men in close order,. sometimes 
twenty-five ranks deep. Only .the;spears in the 
front ranks bore upon the enemy. The men in the 
back carried their lances pointed at the sky. It 
didn't make any difference. There were so many 
men in the phalanx and advanced so im- 
placably that the morale the enemy broke 
before it.

BALBOA, Jan. 31.—The widely hunt- 
ed 110 foot wooden tug Arago, which 
was eet adrift while being towed from 
Seattle to Miami, has arrived here.

This article was inspired by the fact 
that there have lately appeared in 
print such a number of pictures of 
men carving with a great spread of 
forefinger on the back of the carving 
knife, in shut fist: fashion around the 
handle of the carvers. In mentioning 
and condemning this hion in. the 
presence pf a tennis player he said 
he carved with his thumb up because 
he had learned the advantage of that 
sort of grip in holding his racquet. 

The law and gospel for me on this 
subject is in a little book on “ Prac- 
tical Carving,” by omas J. Murrey, 
probably long since out of print.
